WILMINGTON, Del. LD—A boy ­ 
cott of Milford, Del., sch ools by 
wh ite students, rep eating a tense

h ere several day s ago, ap p ears in 
th e offing once again. 
Th e state of Delaware p aved 
th e way y esterday for th e legal 
readmission of IO Negro students 
to th e formerly all wh ite combin­ 
ed elementary -h igh sch ool. Th e 
sch ool h as a registration of 1,562 
p up ils. 
Vice Ch ancellor (judge) William 
Marvel ruled th at th e Negro stu­ 
dents “ h ave a clear legal righ t” to 
attend th e

sch ool. 
His 
statem ent p recedes a formal order 
by th e court ex p ected nex t week. 
M arvel’s ruling was followed by 
a statem ent from Bry ant Bowles, 
p resident of th e National Assn. for 
th e Advancement of Wh ite Peop le 
(NAAWP), strong op p onents of in­ 
tegrated sch ools. 
“ Wh en th e Negroes walk in (to 
th e Milford Sch ool), th e wh ites will 
walk out,” h e said. “ I’m sure of 
th at. Marvel h as reserved th e Ne­ 
groes. I th ink th at about all h e’ll 
h ave in th e sch ool is th e IO Ne­ 
groes.”

It is a three p ercent tax 
which he will p ay with his 195 5 in­ 
come tax , d u e on Ap ril 15 , 195 6. 
He is to rep ort his net y early 
earnings of not less than $400 or 
more than $4,200 on the sp ecial so­ 
cial secu rity su p p lement, which 


will be a p art of his regu lar in­ 
come tax form 1040. 
This will be his first step toward 
fu tu re old -age and su rv iv ors insu r­ 
ance benefits for him and his fam­ 
ily .

WASHINGTON iffI - This coun­ 
try pumped 2Vi billion dollars into 
Indochina to help the French save 
> from communism. Sen. Mike

Senate’s Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, 
went to Indochina 
last 
year. He has just returned from a 
second visit. Both times he report­ 
ed findings. 
Last year he said, and so did 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration, 
g ;iat the French, with the help of 
some Indochinese and American 
m ilitary equipment, could smash 
the Communist-led Vietminh who 
had fought the French seven years. 
The French and those Indochi­ 
nese who fought with them against 
the Vietminh, 
outnumbered 
the 
latter, by Mansfield’s estim ates, 
5 to 3 in manpower and IO to I 
in arm am ents, the latter largely 
American. 
0 But it was the French, not the 
Vietminh, who were smashed. The 
humbled French at Geneva last 
sum m er agreed to let the Vietminh 
have half of Viet Nam, the largest 
of Indochina’s three states. The 
other two are Laos and Cambodia 
The French are still in southern 
Viet Nam. But with the Vietminh 
in the northern half, and the Viet 
nam ese in the southern half torn 
by factional disputes and corrup­ 
tion, all Viet Nam looks shaky to 
Mansfield. 
So does Laos, where he reports 
dissension and Communist infiltra­ 
tion. To Mansfield the only bright 
spot 
is 
Cambodia, 
where 
the 
French have given the people real 
independence. 
The French held Indochina as a 
colony for almost IOO years, and 
they did not prepare the Vietnam­ 
ese for independence by training 
f**iem as adm inistrators or soldiers 
who could run and protect the 
country if and when it got inde­ 
pendence. 
Ho Chi Minh, leader of the Viet- 
minh, cloaked his communism un­ 
der 
nationalism, 
promising 
the 
Vietnamese 
freedom 
from 
the 
French. The French still didn’t 
realize that their day in Indochina 
was over. 
The 
result: 
Millions 
of Viet­ 
n a m e s e , 
fed 
up 
with 
French 
colonialism, gave their sympathy 
or active support to the Vietminh. 
So 
the 
French 
fought 
without 
united Vietnamese backing. 
The 
only 
way in which 
the 
French could have won their w ar 
with the Vietminh, in Mansfield’s 
view, was by meeting two condi­ 
tions which he considered essen­ 
tial: 
1. They had to give the Viet­ 
n a m e se full independence to offset 
che„ pull by the Vietminh who 
promised freedom. 
2. There had to be developed 
among the non-Communist Viet­ 
namese a capacity to submerge 
their factional, persona! and sec­ 
tarian interests in the larger in­ 
terests of their country. 
What then was the cause of fail­ 
ure in Indochina? Mansfield, the 
best informed man in the Senate 
jjn that country, says: 
“ If there was one overriding 
cause of the failure, it is to be 
found in the distorted emphasis 
given to the capacity of military 
measures alone to bring about an 
end tc the Communist advance in 
Indochina . . . 
“ What was lacking in the situa­ 
tion was not military power but 
a sound political substructure for 
this power which could only have 
^een built by fulfilling the two 
Conditions 
previously 
discussed 
(independence and an end to fac­ 
tional disputes in Viet N am )."

Some Republicans Say 
Foe M ay Be Right* In 
Election Optimism

HARRISBURG, Pa. (^ P e n n s y l­ 
vania is a good example today 
of a state where the Democrats 
have whooped a victory cry so in­ 
sistently that even a number of 
Republicans appear to be halfway 
convinced they may be right. 
As in Ohio and Michigan, Penn­ 
sylvania Democrats have seized on 
two themes and hammered so hard 
on them that they have taken the 
initiative in establishing the major 
campaign issues: 
Theme No. I: There is a ground­ 
swell 
of 
sentiment 
toward 
the 
Democrats because the voters are 
disenchanted—not with President 
Eisenhower himself but with his 
Republican administration. 
Theme No. 2: The Republicans 
are responsible for a breakdown in 
the economy, and policies which 
have thrown men out of work. giv­ 
en less take-home pay to others, 
and reduced the farm ers’ income; 
therefore these voters are turning 
to the Democrats. 
The effectiveness of the Demo­ 
crats’ strategy lies in its simplici­ 
ty and the tact that no one, not 
even the Republicans, can be sure 
until election day that they aren t 
right. The Democrats face a 2-3 
disadvantage in registrations. 
The Republicans have been so 
busy trying to explain the slack in 
employment as a transition from 
w ar to peace that the record of the 
Eisenhower administration and the 
end of the war in Korea have been 
relegated to secondary importance. 
Local issues are prominent. 
In an effort to get more atten­ 
tion on the administration’s record 
—and to capitalize on Eisenhower’s 
personal appeal—Republican lead­ 
ers have been pushing hard for 
some time for the President to 
come to the state. 
And the summer White House at 
Denver announced this week that 
Eisenhower will give an outdoor 
luncheon at his Gettysburg farm 
Oct. 23 for Pennsylvania's GQP 
candidates for Congress and state 
offices. It said the President prob­ 
ably will make a few informal re­ 
m arks but plans no major speech. 
In the last 20 years, the Demo­ 
crats have elected only one gover­ 
nor in Pennsylvania:, George H. 
Earle in 1934. But by hammering 
on the themes of a Democratic 
trend and on unemployment, the 
Democrats have the Republicans in 
this state on edge. This seems to 
be “ the year of the big fear” for 
the Republicans. 
Two years ago the Republicans 
had the Democrats on the run with 
their cries of “ time for a change” 
and “ the mess in Washington.” 
But somewhere along the line the 
steam seems to have gone out of 
the GOP crusade. If there isn t a 
Democratic trend, at least t h e 
Democrats have done a good job 
of making a great many people 
think there is. 
The Democrats are waging a 
slam-bang campaign for the gov­ 
ernorship here and are far more 
optimistic than the 
Republicans 
generally in their claims of con­ 
gressional seats. 
National and international issues 
have faded into the background 
and local issues are dominating the 
gubernatorial 
campaign 
between 
Republican Lt. Gov. Lloyd H. Wood 
and Democrat George M. Leader— 
with the state’s unemployment the 
main issue.

Collapsed Arch 
When a child has weak or re­ 
laxed ligaments, it Is possible 
they 
over-extend 
the elbows, 
k nees and thumbs. Furthermore, 
when he stands, the arch of the 
foot collapses and the foot turns 
outward; 
thus the weight is 
thrown on the inside edge of the 
foot. 
When the heel cords are tight, 
it Is impossible to bend the foot 
forward as far as normal. Older 
children, particularly , may have 
this trouble when they have 
grown rapidly . With weak feet, 
not only may the feet turn out- 


such weak ligaments not go bare­ 
footed. 
Tightness of the heel cords 
may be corrected by daily exer­ 
cises to stretch them. Pads in the 
shoes may be needed to k eep the 
feet in the proper position. When 
children have difficulty with the 
feet, they should be tak en to their 
phy sician so that the correct 
treatm ent may be carried out.

THE LABOR movement shows signs of 
erupting into a battle of the titans before 
many months are up. 
Dave Beck of the AFL Teamsters, just 
back from a trip around the world, serves 
notice he’s going to campaign to double his 
membership. His plan is to pick up another 
million dues payers by recruiting in t h e 
road building and construction industries, 
esecinlly the boom areas of Canada and 
the southern sections of the U. S. 
Beck, of course, was the main holdout 
refusing to sign the recent AFL-CIO juris­ 
dictional raiding pact. But this isn’t the 
only cabbage patch which his organizing 
professionals are likely to tear up. They 
will also have to contend with John L. 
Lewis who has always looked upon his in­ 
dependent United Mine Workers as sort of 
a sanctuary for the unorganized. 
In a more restrained way, long simmer­ 
ing bad blood between Dave McDonald of 
the United Steel Workers and President 
Reuther of both the CIO and United Auto 
Workers may soon boil over.

He proposes 
to recommend that the CIO presidency be 
made^a full time post, which could force 
Reuther to choose between his two present 
jobs.

ATOMIC P LIER 
WITH ATOMIC submarines a reality 
and an atomic-powered aircraft carrier 
soon to go on the drafting boards the word 
is quietly circulating around Washington 
that the greatest challenge of all, an atom­ 
ic airplane is just about licked. 
The greatest obstacle to nuclear-powered 
aviation has always been how to get the 
enormously heavy reactors off the ground. 
Conservative estimates at one time were 
that such a craft would have to weigh from 
500,000 to 1,000,000 pounds in order to allow 
for the lead shield protecting crew and car­ 
go from lethal radiation. 
But all this now is apparently in the 
past. Scientists are said to have evolved a 
sweeping improvement which by stagger­ 
ing the placement of the shields will les­ 
sen the total required weight. 
This being so, the next challenge would 
be to move into the developmental stage. 
Working out an atomic plane will t a k e 
tremendous sums of money. All evidence 
suggests that if anyone is to take an atomic 
flier, it will be the U. S. 


So many words have crept into our lan­ 
guage which men use differently that I 
thought I might make a glossary to a id 
those readers who like such things. It all 
started with someone calling me an arch­ 
reactionary which means nothing to me as 
a label, for I am neither a reactionary nor 
arch. 
Then a fellow I once tried to help out of 
a hole said that I pontificated w h i c h is 
probably true but I had no idea what he 
meant. He had undoubtedly read a weekly 
magazine’s description of me as the high 
priest of anti-Communism and the words, 
high priest and pontiff, might be inter­ 
changeable, if there is any reason for it. 
And I presume that a pontiff pontifi­ 
cates, but how does he do it? Is it by word 
of mouth to which anyone is free not to lis­ 
ten or on the tuba from which one escapes 
with greater difficulty? 
Let us look at some of these terms: 
Reactionary—Plain: A fellow who be­ 
lieves that in the 8,000 or 9,000 years of re­ 
corded human history, something happen­ 
ed before 1933 that is worth while. 
Reactionary—Arch: One who believes 
the same, only more so. 
Republican—Plain: A fellow who, when 
he thinks of it, votes for Republican candi­ 
dates for public office. 
Republican—Liberal: A Republican who 
prefers the New Deal but finds it socially 
economically and politically more advan­ 
tageous to use the Republican label. 
Republican—Eisenhower: A Republican, 
Democrat, New Dealer or arch-reaction­ 
ary who believes that President Eisenhow­ 
er is the greatest President since Harry 
Truman and that his success is assured. 
Republican—Taft: An old-t i rn e r with 
some memories of Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover who wanted Robert A. Taft to be 
nominated in 1952 and never got over it. 
Right Wing: Don’t know what it means. 
Left Wing: Ditto. 
Middle-of-the-Road: Ditto. 
I am particularly perturbed about t h e 
middle-of-the-road because if it is impos­ 
sible to define with precision what is right 
wing or left wing, how does one find the 
middle? 
McCarthyism: A Congressional investi­ 
gation of Communists by incorrect meth­ 
ods. In France, this definition would fit 
Duclos’s objections to the French govern­ 
ment investigating Soviet spies. In t h e 
United States, the National Committee for 
an Effective Congress has tried to confuse 
McCarthyism with Hitler with little s u c ­ 
cess. The Watkins Committee limits itself 
to defining it as a Senator who is a boor 
and who says about other Senators in pub­ 
lic what they say about each other in pri­ 
vate—also about some generals. 
Fascist: A fellow who disagrees with the 
New Deal but is not a Communist. T h e 
term may be applied to anyone, particu­ 
larly to a Son and Daughter of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution and to one who believes 
that the United States can get along with­ 
out the United Nations.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Tot's Limited Activity 
May Indicate Flat Feet 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IT Is a touching sight to see 
some youngster standing aside 
watching while his playmates 
are having a good time in some 
game or sport. Of course, there 
are a number of reasons why this 
happens, but often it is due to 
some physical disability. 
One of the m ost common 
causes is flat, painful feet. 
Causes of Flat Feet 
The two main causes of flat 
feet in children are relaxed or 
weak ligaments th at hold the 
bones together, and tight heel 
cords—th at Is, tightness of the 
large tendon at the back of the 
heel. 
The only signs th at the child is 
having trouble with his feet may 
be limitation in the youngster’s 
activities. Pain in the feet is not 
always present. 
Collapsed Arch 
When a child has weak or re­ 
laxed ligaments, it is possible 
they over-extend 
the elbows, 
knees and thumbs. Furthermore, 
when he stands, the arch of the 
foot collapses and the foot turns 
outward; 
thus the weight is 
thrown on the inside edge of the 
foot. 
When the heel cords are tight, 
It is impossible to bend the foot 
forward as far as normal. Older 
children, particularly, may have 
this trouble when they have 
grown rapidly. With weak feet, 
not only may the feet turn out­ 


ward, but also on occasion may 
turn Inward to too great an 
extent. 
Corrective Procedure 
In the cases of 
toeing-in, 
wedges may be put in the shoes 
to relax the inner arch. This will 
shift the weight to the correct 
position. 
This type of support must be 
carried on for a long period of 
time, until the ligaments regain 
their strength, and often cannot 
be removed until the child is seven 
or eight years of age. It is also 
important that children having 
such weak ligaments not go bare­ 
footed. 
Tightness of the heel cords 
may be corrected by daily exer­ 
cises to stretch them. Pads in the 
shoes may be needed to keep the 
feet in the proper position. When 
children have difficulty with the 
feet, they should be taken to their 
physician so that the correct 
treatm ent may be carried out. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. L. D.: I have had severe Itch­ 
ing in my rectum.

to sh o w th em th e ro ads to travel 
to get to th eir destinatio n. If we 
try to fo llo w' th e directio ns given 
by So lo mo n in o ur o wn lives, with 
Go d’s h elp, in o ur relatio ns with 
o th ers, life will be smo o th er and 
mo re satisfacto ry in every w'ay . 
Wisdo m is th e state o f being

SOLOMON SHOWS HOW, WITH GOD’S HELP, 
IT SMOOTHS OUR PATH THROUGH LIFE 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
PROVERBS is the first book in 
the Bible to state the author's 
name at the beginning. Solomon’s 
name is also mentioned as author 
of the 3.000 Proverbs in I Kings 
4:30-32. Solomon reigned about 
850 B.C. 
It has been suggested that the 
teacher’s of the younger classes 
might be shown maps or charts 
or road maps such as travelers 
use when they go on a journey 
to show them the roads to travel 
to get to their destination. If we 
try to follow the directions given 
by Solomon in our own lives, with 
God’s help, in our relations with 
others, life will be smoother and 
more satisfactory in every wray. 
Wisdom is the state of being 
able to decide to do the right 
thing, wiiether it is physical, 
moral or intellectual. This may 
be explained to the very young in 
simple terms. It is wise to obey 
one’s parents, the rules of school, 
safety rules when crossing a busy 
street; and to watch all our words 
and actions in our relations with 
others. 
Our lesson begins with the 
words from Proverbs 3; "My son, 
forget not my law; but let thine

His help we shall 
win. 
"Honor the Lord with thy sub­ 
stance. and with the first fruits 
of all thine increases.” Does that 
not mean that we should dedi­ 
cate a goodly part of our earn­ 
ings to the Lords work? It may 
not always turn out that "our 
barns shall be filled with plenty,” 
but if we do not prosper at times, 
w'e can obey the next injunction: 
"My son, despise not the chasten­ 
ing of the Lord; neither be weary 
of His correction. For whom the 
Lord loveth He correcteth: even 
as a father the son in whom he 
delighteth.” 
In our dealings with other* 
Solomon wrote: "Withhold not 
good from them to wThom it is 
due, when it is in the power of 
thine hand to do it. Say not unto 
thy neighbor, Go, and come again, 
and tomorrow’ I will give; when 
thou hast it by.thee.” 
Solomon refers to his childhood 
with David, his father, and Bath- 
sheba, his mother: "For I was my 
father’s son, tender and only be­ 
loved in the sight of my mother. 
He taught me also, and said unto 
me, Let thine heart retain my 
commandments, and 
live.
